He said fire damage 
is “ practically nil“ with mast 
of fiie damage coming from 
broken windows and smashed 
furniture. 
Prison Supt, B 
E. Haskins 
described the fires as “ nuisance 
tires 
set in waste baskets and 
matresses. 
Officials -aid between 100 and 
150 of the 1,590 inmates partici­ 
pated in the disturbance.

Su pporters of th e law fran kly admit a sh or­ 
tage of qu alified person n el th at will h in der fu ll 
implemen tation of th e program. 
Th e presen t plan is to ask th e Mary lan d Gen ­ 
eral Assembly n ex t y ear to pay for th e alcoh ol­ 
ic treatm en t program ou t of th e gen eral fu n d. 


ONLY AFTER a fu lly fu n ded program h as 
been giv en a fair test can a correct assessmen t 
of its v alu e be made. 
TTtere h as been mu ch in terest across th e n a­ 
tion in fin din g effectiv e meth ods of dealin g with 
alcoh olism. 
Liberalization of ex istin g laws h as been a fre­ 
qu en tly men tion ed su ggestion . 
On e in tox ication arrest case was taken all th e 
way to th e Su preme Cou rt in an effort to get 
th e practice ru led u n con stitu tion al. 
Th e Su preme Cou rt last mon th ru led th e jail­ 
in g of ch ron ic alcoh olics for pu blic dru n ken ess 
was n ot “cru el an d u n u su al pu n ish men t” an d 
th erefore n ot u n con stitu tion al. 
M ary lan d’s broad law n u llifies th e impact of 
th e cou rt’s decision an d will serv e eith er as a 
green or red ligh t to oth er states con templatin g 
legislativ e action in th e area of alcoh olism.

W’EST BERLIN — For two y ears n ow th ere 
h as been a certain u n rest in Berlin , 
StudentJ 
h av e been criticizin g, protestin g an d demon ­ 
stratin g. 


W’h at are th e reason s? 
Th e criticism of th e stu den ts was ign ited by 
th e obsolete stru ctu re an d th e h ierarch ic setu p 
of th e u n iv ersities. Th e stu den ts h av e called for 
th orou gh reforms an d, in th eir words, th e de­ 
mocratization of th e u n iv ersities. Again st th ese 
deman ds th ere are n o basic objection s. 
Th e Sen ate an d th e democratic parties of 
West Berlin h av e presen ted to th e Berlin Legis­ 
latu re drafts of a n ew u n iv ersity law Th ese 
proposals are bein g discu ssed an d h earin gs are 
bein g h eld. With ou t dou bt, th e n ew u n iv ersitv 
law will be passed as soon as possible after 
th orou gh discu ssion s are con clu ded. 
Th e stu den ts’ criticism, h owev er, h as n ot lim 
ited itself to th e in stitu tes of h igh er edu cation . 
Th e delay ed u n iv ersity reform in th e Federal 
Repu blic—Berlin , it sh ou ld be n oted, h as a com­ 
parativ ely modern con stitu tion for its u n iv ersi­ 
ties—motiv ated th em to ask th e reason s for 
th ese delay s. 


THE STUDENTS FELT th at th eir stu dies an d 
u n iv ersity life cou ld n ot be treated in isolated 
fash ion from th e rest of society , bu t th at th « ir 
difficu lties reflect sh ortcomin gs with in th e so­ 
ciety itself. Th e reform of th e u n iv ersities 
sh ou ld, th erefore, in th eir opin ion be coordin at­ 
ed with a reform of society , or—in o’h er words 
—on ly a society th at h as reformed itself wou ld 
ev en be in a position to carry ou t a mean in gfu l 
u n iv ersity reform. 
Th e criticism directed again st th e u n iv ersities 
h as ex pan ded to a criticism of th e en tire Feder­ 
al Repu blic. Th ey criticize th e path taken by 
th e Federal Repu blic sin ce it was fou n ded. Hav ­ 
in g ov ercome th eir econ omic recession , th e 
German people it is claimed, doze on in a state 
of afflu en ce; as before th ey are more obedien t 
su bjects th an th ey are alert citizen s. 
It is claimed th at th e sterility of an establish ­ 
m en t wh ich con tin u ou sly n eeds to ju stify an d 
assert itself, h in ders th e fu rth er dev elopmen t of 
a liv in g democracy , th at th e admin istration of 
th at democracy h as become th e mon opoly of 
th e establish men t. 
Th e democracy so accu sed by n o mean s ref­ 
u ses to debate with its stu den t critics. In fact, 
talks are bein g h e’d between th e stu den ts an d 
th e Federal Gov ern men t, th e Berlin Sen ate, th e 
political parties an d organ ization s su ch as th e 
labor u n ion s. 
Bu t th ere is a rift ru n n in g th rou gh th ese de­ 
bates wh ich affects th e v ery basis of ou r socie­ 
ty 
Th e Federal Gov ern men t, 
the Berlin Sen ate 
an d th e parties adh ere strictly to th e prin ciple 
of parliamen tary ’ democracy . Th e radical core 
of the stu den t critics wh o h av e formed th em­ 
selv es in to th e Socialist German Stu den t Asso­ 
ciation (SDS) h as declared war on th is prin ci­ 
ple. 
Th eir criticism of th e Federal Repu blic of 
German y an d its society h as escalated to th e 
poin t wh ere th ey h av e an n ou n ced th at th ey in ­ 
ten d to ch an ge th e prev ailin g order by rev olu ­ 
tion ary mean s. Th e so-called “v iolen ce u sed by 
th ose in power” sh ou ld in th eir v iew be opposed 
by v iolen ce. 


STARTING OLT FROM th e u n iv ersities, th e 
‘an ti-au th oritarian 
m asses” 
wou ld 
adv an ce 
with in creasin g political awaren ess in a wav e if 
action s again st state au th ority , in order to lib­ 
eralize th emselv es from su ch au th ority . 
A co ntinuo us pro cess o f po litica l a ctio n 
wou ld 
be applied to replace parliam en tary democracy 
by a demo cra cy o f co uncils, the demo cra cy o f 


grou ps th at form an d act spon tan eou sly , in 
wh ich th ere is n o place for ru lin g establish ­ 
men ts, becau se th e e grou ps th emselv es wou ld 


con tin u e to act an d react with absolu te political 
awaren ess. 
Th e goal of th ese radical stu den ts is a so- 
called fix e creativ e society in a free an d h appy 
world. 


Th is con cept of democracy is sterile. It is th e 
simplest form of democracy ; it kn ows n o con ­ 


flicts. For th is reason it is a u topia th at fin ds 
en th u siastic followers. 


Th ese stu den ts do n ot ask abou t th e actu al 
con dition s in society , an d wh at h as to be don e, 


an d wh at th e immediate tasks are Th ey are 
fascin ated an d en tran ced by th e idea of a socie­ 
ty free of con flicts. 


Th e sterility of th eir goal is tan tamou n t to th e 
radical way of th eir procedu re, wh ich does n ot 
ev en fear v iolen t action . 


In Berlin th e criticism of th ese stu den ts an d 
th eir action s Las come u p again st a popu lation 
wh ich h as kn own ex tern al th reats again st th eir 
city du rin g th e past two decades bu t n o u n rest 
from with in . Th e Berlin ers h av e with stood th e 
blockade an d th e Kh ru sh ch ev u ltimatu m an d 
for sev en y ears th ey h av e liv ed in a city tom 
apart by th e wall; th ey liv e separated from 
th eir immediate su rrou n din g areas. 
In v iew of th is situ ation th ey h av e n o u n der­ 
stan din g for th e radical criticism of th e stu ­ 
den ts. Th ey can n ot u n derstan d h ow someon e 
cou ld aim for th e elimin ation of th eir parliam en ­ 
tarian democratic societv order An d th ev h av e 
ju st a little u n derstan din g for th e formation of 
a “democracy of cou n cils." as desired by th e 
stu den ts an d wh ich is pattern ed after a Com­ 
mu n ist model 


BUT THE AVERSION felt by th e Berlin ers 
again st su ch stu den t goals h as y et an oth er root 
wh ich goes peih aps ev en deeper. No oth er Eu ­ 
ropean city is in a situ ation comparable to th at 
of Berlin . No oth er city in Eu rope h as to rely 
on protection th e way Berlin does. 
Th is protection an d th e safety of its ex isten ce 
is gu aran teed by th e Western Allies of th e Fed­ 
eral Reou blic of German y , especially by th e 
Un ited States of America, wh o are presen t in 
Berlin as protectiv e powers. 


Ev ery Berlin citizen kn ows th is an d is grate­ 
fu l. An d th is is wh y h e reacts twice as sen si­ 
tiv ely to th e criticism v oiced by th e stu den ts, as 
more often th an n ot it in clu des a criticism of 
th e Un ited States becau se of th e war in Viet­ 
n am. 


To man y , criticism of th e Un ited States is in ­ 
tolerable. It appears u n fair an d u n gratefu l. Th ey 
con sider criticism of th e Un ited States tan ta­ 
mou n t to a th reat again st th eir own ex isten ce. 
Th ey iden tify th e fate of th e Un ited States 
with th e fate of West Berlin . An d th ey are n ot 
in clin ed to su rren der th eir city of Berlin to an v 
ex perimen ts, h av in g wrested it from almost to­ 
tal ch aos an d, despite th e th reats from ou t­ 
side, h av in g rebu ilt it to a city of in du stry an d 
cu ltu re. 


Th e Berlin Sen ate owes it to th is city ’s popu ­ 
lation , th at it sh all n ot bow to v iolen ce as a 
form of political dispu te. To u s th e u se of police 
force is n ot a mean s of political argu men t Bu t 
it is th ere to see th at n eith er people n or prop­ 
erty are h armed.

n ew presiden t h as been in au gu rated n ex t Jan u 
ary . 
Certain iy th e Sen ate committee on th e ji.C 
ary h asn ’t h ad th e ch an ce as y et to con sid 
wh eth er Ju stice Fortas an d .Ju dge Th orn ben y 
—wh o h av e been an n ou n ced as n omin ees foi 
th e v acan cies wh en th ey do occu r—sh ou ld or 
sh ou ld n ot be appoin ted. 
Nor h as th ere been an y opportu n ity for ih t 
oth er ju stices of th e h igh cou rt to ex press th em 
selv es. In deed, it is most u n u su al for a member 
of th e cou rt to v en tu re to ev alu ate pu blicly am 
prospectiv e n omin ees to th e ben ch .

wh o, at 51, h as serv ed six y ears on th e cou rt 
Potter Stewart is 53 an d h as been an associate 
ju stice for n in e y ears, wh ile William J Bren n an 
Jr., 62, h as been on th e Su preme Cou rt 11 
y ears. 


William O. Dou glas h as been an associate 
ju stice 29 y ears an d Joh n M Harlan h as serv ed 
14 y ears. Both are 69 y ears of age. 
Th u s each ot th ese men is at least eigh t y ears 
y ou n ger th an Ch ief Ju stice Warren an d h as 
serv ed at least th ree y ears lon ger on th e Su ­ 
prem e Cou rt th an Mr Fortas Also. Mr Fortas 
is fiv e y ears older th an Ju stice Stewart an d 
sev en y ears older th an Ju stice Wh ite.
